First to carry the British flag 
around the world in his ship, Tlie 
Golden Hind, Drake plundered Span- 
ish colonies and ships and returned to 
England with vast treasure in gold 
and silver. 


He was knighted by Queen Eliza- 


beth and died in the West Indies 
years later.

Years ago, Oscar Hartzell ,an lowap 


in England, claimed to have discov- 
ered a descendant of a son of Drake, 
who was presumed to bo heir lo vast 
estates left by Drake.
